Th ore is considerably complaint 
right now ubout tile taste and odor 
of our town water supply. People 
o askhm can it or cannot it ini 
proved Thanks to chlorine it is 
l-wre. but one needs a gas mask on 
.1 i neutralizer to his taster when 
b.» ditnks This is only part of it. 
The demand this summer appears to 
liJV« dwarfed anything in the past. 
If seem* to l»e impossible to maintain 
prcsvur e ev n in the lower cor 
ners of town. & people, in the higher 
Tart complain that for several houis 
at a time tliolr taps are completely 
dry Truly the Town Fathers hav € a 
p.’ob.lem. 

We are zoned for the use of water 
for lawns, but some of us seem un¬ 
able to rpud. A few have paid their 
$.' 1.00 for lawn water which they 
can t get. while others who don’t 
pay the fee use th* water any time 
and all th© time free of charge. 

If the list of water users have In¬ 
creased to the point w'hero present 
facilities cannote provide the water 
supply, then it would seem to be 
the responsibility of the Town to 
either refuse any tigw connections, 
or else get buoy and clean and en¬ 
large I he filter and storage tank 
and put in bigger motors so that 
more water could be provided for 


One of tht surest meth¬ 
ods of increasing egg 
production is to take 
every precaution with 
the health of each bird. 
One of these precau¬ 
tions is to be sure you 
have plenty of water 
for your flock at this 
time of year, and it will 
be helpful in stepping 
up fall production. 

Water is cheap, and 
hens need plenty of it 
for vigorous health. 
Water softens the feed 
in their crops, aids in 
carrying feed through 
the digestive canal, and 
dilutes the various dig¬ 
estive juices. Failure to 
give water to the hen, 
upsets its normal laying 
function, which in turn 
throws off her produc¬ 
tion. 

A lirn prndurln* from 
110 to 130 eggs will con¬ 
sume nearly twenty gal¬ 
lons of water !n a year. 
It is known that a btrd 
will die more quickly 
from lark of water than 
nny other farm animal.

APHID DAMAGE 

..Aphids or plant lice can be con¬ 
trolled much more easily at the be 
ginning of an outbreak than later In 
the season, when their numfers will 
have Increased and the Jeaves on 
which they wer^ feeding become cur 
led up In such a way as to protect 
them from sprays and dusts. These 
aphids are sott-bodied insects- which 
fjed In clusters on a wide variety 
of plant*, and they also vary widely 
in colour—white, greer^ black and 
blue.

The easiest and best method of 
control, states Alan G. Dustan, Dom¬ 
inion Department of Agriculture, is 
to spray the plants with nicotine 
sulphate 40 per cent and water, to 
which has betgn added a small a- 
mount of laundry soap. The nicotine 
fthould be used at the rate of 3-8 of 
a pint to 40 gallons of water, with 
two pounds of soap added. When 
small amounts are resuired, us^ two 
teaspoonfulci of the nicotine In a 
gallon of soapy water. Apply the 
spray on a hot. calm day and drench 
both the upper and the lower suxfac 
08 of the leaves so as actually to 
hit the insects. 

In protecting field crops, at least 
100 gallons of the spray should be 
used per acre at each application.

Drought RoaUtane* 


Despite the favourable moisture 
conditions prevailing in the Prairie 
Provinces during recent years, we 
must not forget that drought is 
still the greatest hazard in the 
production of crops and livestock. 

There is no evidence that the 
amount or seasonal distribution of 
rainfall can be influenced by man, 
in spite of claims sometimes made 
by enthusiastic tree planters. Then - 
fore, all we can do is to make belter 
use of the rainfall we get. Broadly 
speaking, this is done in three ways. 
The first involves water-saving 
devices, such as dams and dugout- 
Iot farmstead water supplies and 
even for small scale irrigation. The 
second involves tillage practice* 
which prevent or reduce runoll' and 
which control weeds. 

The third method is concerned 
with the use of drought resistam 
varieties or crops. A drought 
resistant crop is one which make; 
efficient use of a limited supply o r 
moisture. For example, cr.’stcd 
wheat grasa is drought resistam. 
timothy is not. Similar, theugh 
smaller, differences may be ob erved 
between different varieties of wheat. 
On the open plains, where mc : re 
is usually limited, route v. Ses 
yield more than others; hr (In¬ 
differences are less prnnouiin i ihen 
that between crested wheat f .-. 
and timothy. Writers and • 
who offer hope tiiat the divuiit 
problem will be solved by ;c din; 
varieties as was the nut prt nt 
arse fal8e prophets. Our wheat 
breeders will make progro. s but it 
will be slow and gradual. Don't 
look for a “Russian Thistle” wheat 
variety.
